year's economic decline “relatively 
mild and brief" and said 1954 “will 
go down in history as one of our 
most prosperous years ” 
But he 
conceded that some localities and 
industries, particularly manufactur­ 
ers of durable goods, “suffered ser­ 
iously.” 
Cites Business Upturn 
The decline was halted last fall 
and business generally turned up, 
he said. 
“When the year ended . . . a gen­ 
eral economic recovery was in proc­ 
ess,” he said. 
“The vigor of the recent recov­ 
ery, which has already made up 
half of the preceding decline in in 
dustrial production, suggests that 
economic expansion will probably 
continue during coming months " 
Because the business future is 
so bright for this year, Mr. Eisen­ 
hower said, his recommendations 
now are directed primarily at long 
range economic growth rather than 
to any immediate* stimulating cf 
feet. 
Nevertheless, some upward 
thrust 
on 
the 
nations economy 
would be felt this year if his rec 
ommendations are carried out, he 
said. 
His recommendations included a 
lOyear 101 billion dollar highway 
program, 
raising 
the 
minimum 
w a g e from 75 to 90 cents an hour, 
further liberalization of the home 
mortgage program and a step-up 
in school construction 
Mr 
Eisenhower emphasized his 
belief that America’s prosperity is 


based on its free enterprise sys­ 
tem. 
“Our economy 
is 
strong," 
he 
said, “because it contains, in ad­ 
dition to its five m illion farm en- 
prises, four million 
independent 
centers of business decision — each 
potentially free to experiment with 
new ideas, new men, new methods 
and new products.” 
Lists Prosperity Factors 
Mr. Eisenhower listed these fac- 
j tors as favoring a growing pros­ 
perity: 
A growing population, ris­ 
ing education levels, improvement 
rn work skills, wide distribution of 
income, an eagerness to better liv­ 
ing standards, creation of new busi­ 
nesses and expansion of old ones, 
and new opportunities opened up 
by research and technological ad­ 
vances. 
Mr. Eisenhower proposed that 
unemployment insurance payments 
be increased to at least half of a 
jobless person's regular earnings 
and that the minimum period for 
such payments be 26 weeks 
He 
said payments now average about 
34 per cent of regular earnings. 
lie also urged extension of un­ 
employment insurance coverage to 
employes of state and local govern­ 
ments and lo those working for 
firms employing less than four per­ 
sons 
He recommended that old-age 
and survivors insurance be extend­ 
ed to federal employes. 
A 15 cent-an hour increase in the 
minimum wage is the most that 
“can 
be economically 
justified ' 
now, he said 
Labor unions have 
att;u ked it as being too little. 
“A higher minim um 
(than 90 
cents) might well cause lower pro­ 
duction and substantial unemploy­ 


ment in several industries, and . . . 
would probably bring higher pric 
es in its wake,’ 
Mr. Eisenhower 
said. 
He estimated that under present 
coverage the wages of about 1,300,- 
000 would be increased directly by 
an average of nine cents an hour. 
Others now earning more than 90 
cents an hour, he added, “probably 
would receive wage increases to 
preserve customary differentials." 
Would Add To Costs 
He noted that these increases 
would “add appreciably” to indus­ 
trial 
costs, 
particularly 
in 
the 
South. But he said such industries 
should be able to absorb at least 
part of these additional costs be 
cause of greater sales of their pro­ 
ducts in an expanding economy 
He also recommended that mini­ 
mum wage protection be extended 
to “substantial num bers" of work­ 
ers not now covered 
Mr Eisenhower gave a general 
outline of an expanded school con 
struction program with indications 
states and local governments would 
be expected to put up most of the 
money. He promised more detailed 
recommendations in a special rnes 
sage Fob. 15. 
His suggestions included loans or 
gifts by states to local school dis 
tricls, establishment of independ­ 
ent authorities to rai^e funds bv 
sale of bonds secured by leasehold 
rental 
payments, 
and 
lease pur­ 
chase plans calling for installment 
payments.

South is HH 
By Heavy Snows

A snow blanket up to 15 inches 
deep stretched across the South 
land today from Tennessee and 
Kentucky almost to the Atlantic 
Ocean 
The South got its heaviest snows 
in years in many areas when a sur­ 
prise blizzard came sweeping out 
of the Midwest Wednesday. 
On the West Coast, California 
recovered from three days of furi­ 
ous storms that struck first in the 
north with winds up to 104 miles 
per hour and then lashed the Los 
Angeles area with baby tornadoes 
and mountain blizzards.

Liquid Oxygen 
Demonstration at
